‘At half past three yesterday] 
afternoon the task of evacuating 110 
patients from St. Luke's Hospital, 
fat 12 Seward Road, was just get- 
ting under way. By half past-fve 
they were established in dormizories 
fat St. John’s University, having the 
soft rice taken off their'own stoves, 
for, supper. 

For days this hospital belonging 
to the American Church Mission has 
Known what it is like to have bul- 
lets whistling overhead. “Located as, 
it is only a stone's throw from the 
Japanese last line of defence, with 

ttleship and a consulate, tem 
ie marks for any gun, not far 
away, there were no lack of shells 
last night, Fortunately. all of them 
splashed. in the water beyond. 

They may not be so considerate 
fon another occasion, and shells at 
best are a poor lullaby for patients 
of any sort.” So the oficials thought.

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THE OCCUPATION OF HARBIN 


Suburb Looted by Fleeing Troops: How Japanese 
Troops Quietly Entered City

Harbin, Jan, 26, 


‘The situation in Harbin has 
‘hardly changed during the last two 


days” though there are “many 
rumours as to what may happen 
this week. The Chinese part of the 





city Fuchiatian has been taken over 
by representatives of Kirin Govern- 
men already, and thus there remains 
‘only Harbin with its foreign popula- 
tion that has not come entirely 
under the control of the new Kirin 
Government, ‘The Kirin troops are 
still advancing but. very slowly, 
while the retreating soldiers of the 
former Kirin Government, are flee- 
ing in a novtherly direction, while 
‘some of them have entered the town 
@f Ashibai about ten miles from 
Maybin and have started pillaging 
and looting there. 

‘Owing to these circumstances a 
very large number of the Ashiha 
inhabitants rushed to the railway 
ation for the purpose of getting 
to Harbin as quickly as they could, 
‘and as the ordisary’ train could not 
carry, them, a special train was 
sent-down ftom” Ashihai to. bri 
away all those who wanted to leave 
‘the district, ‘The total number of 
demoralised soldiers in the Ashihai 
district is said to be about 10,000

6,840 cases were proscested in the 
Shanghai Special” Area District 
Court and. the Second Branch.

‘alone. Of the persons charged, 4,823 
failed’ to: appear in petty bye-law 
‘gases and their bail was confiseated. 
Eighty-six cases were private pro- 
secutions: 203 cases were instituted 
by"the Health and. Public Works 
Departments for violation. of their 
regulations; 792 cases were insti- 
tuted by the Traffic Department for 
infringement of traffic reguiations; 
while 84 eases were withdrawn on 
{he ground that there was insufilent 
‘evidence to convict. ‘The total. mum: 
ber of major and minor. eriminal 
eases prosecuted to completion was 
1.983, ‘of which 1,819 persons in- 
volved were convicted and 164 per- 
sons acquitted,

Frederick Davies, 84 year old re- 
tired British Naval Officer, h 
been persuaded to evacuate an 
return to Shanghai. 

Having withstood 18 days of 
pounding gunfire from the heaviest 
Jordnance that the Japanese land 
fand naval forces could bring to 
jon the Woosung forts, Captai 
Davies nly left at Jast_with the 
greatest reluctance, bringing with 
Ihim three Chinese servants, his 
tivo dogs, a pet eat and mementoes 
Jof many years of sea-service. Des- 
pite the fact that on every side 
of the Forts Hotel, of which Ca 
tain Davies is the ‘owner, there 
ruin and desolation from the tons 
fof metal- hurled through the air, the 
axed former offer and his hostelry 
were undamaged on his departure, 
Both the Japanese gunners and 
the Chinese defenders of the area 
aid tribute to the braver 
tain Davies by doing their bes 
to exclude his» premises from the 
zone of fire. A British flag. was 
left fying over the Hotel as its sole 
protection.
